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NEWSROOM NOTES - The 
old tried-and-tru e method of get­ 
ting a stu bborn ca r started on 
a cold, winter morning was to 
ask y ou r neighbor to giv e y ou 
a p u sh with his car. Bu t don’t 
try it this winter. 


That adv ice comes from the 
Illinois State Bar Association, 
which p oints ou t that it is now 
against Illinois law for one v e­ 
hicle to be p u shed by another 
on the p u blic roadway s ex cep t 
in an em ergency . 


Ordinarily , a dead battery or 
cold engine doesn’t constitu te an 
em ergency . And ev en if it did, 
-the law say s a v ehicle may not 
be p u shed farther than is neces­ 
sary to rem ov e it from the road­ 
w ay or from any im m ediate haz­ 
ard. 


The bar association also cites 
som e other ru les of the road, 
based on both new and old laws, 
which hav e a sp ecial bearing on 
y ou r driv ing this winter. Here 
they are: 


1. Redu ce sp eed on icy or 
snow'-cov ered roads or whenev er 
*‘a sp ecial hazard ex ists . . . by 
reason of w eather or road con­ 
ditions. 


2. Tu rn on headlights (not ju st 
p arking lights) at su ndown or 
“ a t any tim e v isibility is so lim ­ 
ited as to req u ire the u se of 
lights for safety . . 


3. Alway s signal for a tu rn. All 
v ehicles m u st be eq u ip p ed with 
electric 
tu rn 
indicators 
and 
these shou ld be u sed. If the elec­ 
tric signal is inop erativ e, y ou 
MUST roll down the window on 
the driv er’s side and giv e the 
ap p rop riate hand signal. 


4. Giv e the ap p rop riate tu rn 
signal to indicate a change of 
lane or a sta rt from a p arallel 
p arked p osition (a new law). 
B u t do not u se a flashing tu rn 
signal on one side of the v e­ 
hicle to indicate a p arked or dis­ 
abled v ehicle, or as a “do p ass” 
signal to motorists ap p roaching 
from the rear. 


5 . Allow' amp le room for a 
p assing maneu v er. On a tw'o- 
lane highway , after ov ertaking 
and p assing another v ehicle on 
its left, y ou m u st retu rn to the 
right lane before coming within 
200 feet of any v ehicle ap p roach­ 
ing from the op p osite direction. 
6. Do not leav e the motor ru n­ 
ning when the v ehicle is p arked 
on a roadw ay u nless the driv er 
is in the car. 


7 . Stu dded snow tires m ay be 
u sed in Illinois for the first time 
this winter (between Oct. 1 and 
M ay 1).

How' a State Department offi­ 
cial, who resigned under fire, 
can end up in another govern­ 
ment agency is a story told by 
the Senate Internal Security sub­ 
committee in a report to be is­ 
sued 
today. 
The 
document, 
which runs to 109 pages, plus 
index, is a grim tale of State 
Department cover-up. of the ha­ 
rassment of honest and conscien­ 
tious employes, and of a cam ­ 
paign to suppress knowledge of 
lax security and other assorted 
skulduggery. 


The 
subcommittee 
report 
comes as a lengthy commen­ 
tary to the actions of the State 
Department and its treatment 
of Otto Otepka, one of its top 
security officers until he tangled 
with 
the 
Establishment. 
Mr. 
Otepka ran afoul of the State 
Department hierarchy when he 
refused to give automatic clear­ 
ance to numbers of men recom­ 
mended by the then Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy. The man 
most responsible for attempting 
to destroy Mr. Otepka was John 
F. Reilly, head of the Office of 
Security. 
Otepka’s troubles began when 
he turned over classified docu­ 
ments to the Senate Internal Se­ 
curity subcommittee on the se­ 
curity risks and sexual deviates 
brought into the State Depart­ 
ment after Jan. 1, 1961. The de­ 
cision wras made at the depart­ 
ment, as sworn witnesses stat­ 
ed, to get Mr. Otepka — first, 
because the Establishment con­ 
sidered him a danger; and sec­ 
ond, to make an example of 
him. 
In violation of department reg­ 
ulations, a tap was placed on 
Otepka’s 
phone 
whereby 
Mr 
Reilly was able to learn what 
people 
on 
the 
subcommittee 
staff he was talking to. At the 
same time, his safe was broken 
into, the contents of his “ burn 
bag” were examined, and his 
files 
ransacked. 
T h i r t e e n 
charges were lodged against Mr. 
Otepka by the State Department 
—and then 
10 of them 
were 
dropped. Unable to find grounds 
for firing him, the department 
“reprimanded” 
a n d 
demoted 
him. His case is on appeal to 
the Civil Service Commission. 
The 
subcommittee 
report, 
however, does not deal primar­ 
ily with Mr. Otepka or the pat­ 
ent injustice perpetrated against 
him. Its thrust is towards three 
witnesses who w'ere called by 
the subcommittee in its efforts 
to determine the facts. Of these, 
John F. Reilly was the most 
important. In testimony, fully 
quoted in the report, Mr. Reilly 
emerges in a light which is du­ 
bious, to say the least. 
Mr. Reilly told the subcom­ 
mittee that Otto Otepka’s phone 
had not been tapped. Then Mr. 
Reilly returned to “ amplify” his 
testimony by adding 
that, 
in 
fact, it had been—at his order. 
Mr. Reilly further testified that 
he had not ordered a search of 
Mr. Otepka’s safe 
—opened by 
drilling through the heavy steel 
late at night. Another State De­ 
partment 
officer 
subsequently 
testified before the subcommit­ 
tee that Mr. Reilly was present 
xwhen 
the 
Otepka 
safe 
was 
opened, and that Mr. Reilly had 
looked through the papers locked 
inside. 
Tapes were made of Mr. Otep­ 
ka’s telephone conversations - 
and these were delivered to Mr 
Reilly. Yet in his original and 
subsequent testimony, Mr. Reil­ 
ly denied that the telephone sur­ 
veillance had taken place, ad­ 
mitting belatedly only that a tap 
had been placed on the phone. 
Mr. Reilly, in fact, insisted that 
the tap had never been used. 
As a result of the hundreds of 
pages of testimony it had taken, 
the 
Senate 
Internal 
Security 
subcommittee wrote to Secy, of 
State Dean Rusk, detailing the 
actions of Mr. Reilly and two 
associates. Mr. Reilly and one 
associate were “ suspended and 
then allowed to resign,” to quote 
the 
subcommittee. 
The 
third 
man was allowed to keep his 
job, despite his false testimony, 
because he had not actually tak­ 
en part in the raids on Mr. 
Otepka’s office and his privacy. 
“ After what apparently was 


regarded as a cooling-off inter­ 


val,” the Senate Internal Secur­ 
ity subcommittee reports, “ Mr. 
Reilly surfaced as a trial attor­ 
ney for the Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission. Why?” The 
subcommittee 
supplies 
the an­ 
swer. 
According to State De­ 
partment officials, nothing was 
placed in his personnel file to 
show why he had resigned un­ 
der pressure. Only his brief let­ 
ter of resignation was included. 
This gave the FCC the chance 
to hire him. 


To the State Department, a ny 
mention of Mr. Reilly’s improp­ 
er activities or the false testi­ 
mony he gave a committee of 
Congress would be hurting him 
“ unnecessarily.” 
Meanwhile, 
Otepka, who has spent years in 
a State Department limbo and 
must nowr take his case to the 
Civil Service Commission and 
the courts, meets with the iron 
hostility of Dean Rusk and the 
Slate Department hierarchy. In 
this way is justice done.

Last year’s draft summons in 
the same four-month period av­ 
eraged only about 15,300 per 
month. 


As one manpower planner put 
it 
i n describing the upswing:

mechanics here.” 
The mechanics are that the 
Army is now in the midst of 
what the Pentagon calls a ma­ 
jor replacement cycle involving 
the rotation out of service of 
thousands of men drafted when 
the Southeast Asia buildup was 
launched. 


By August replacement needs 
will really he soaring. The rea­ 
son: In August 1900, when U.S. 


manpower for the war was es­ 
calated, 36,000 men were or­ 
dered to duty, followed by 37,300 
in September, 49,200 in October 
and 37,000 in November. 


Those 
men 
will

ending 
their two-year tours this fall, 
and the Pentagon has to allow 
about five months for the induc­ 
tion process and training in lin­ 
ing

replacements. 
Thus, March inductees actually 
will he August replacements. 


P e n t a g o n planners sav it 
would he somewhat misleading 
to trp to project 1968’s April 
May and June manpower needs 
simply by looking at the draft 
calls of September, October and 
November 1966. This is because

and 
reenlistments 
—over which the Pentagon has 
no control—help determine re­ 
placement needs and because 
i the overall planned level of the 
! armed forces must be consid- 
I ered. 


The Army strength stood at 
1.47 million at the last account­ 
ing Nov. 30. A new force level 
may be set for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 


The 
Pentagon 
declined to! 
predict officially monthly draft 
calls for 1967's second quarter, 
hut said in response to ques­ 
tions, “ We can expect a rela- 
i lively high level of draft calls 
I to be required during the bal- 
| ance of the current fiscal year” 
ending June 30. 


After that there could he a ta- j 
pering off in Pentagon requests j 
to the Selective Service System.: 
This would reflect the dip in De- 
cember 1966 to 12,100 inductions! 
and average monthly inductions j 
in 1967 of only 18.200. 
The 39,000-man call for March! 
—second highest of the Vietnam ; 
war—compares with January’s 
34.000 and February’s 23.300. 
j 
Calls 
in 
the Vietnam 
war 
reached a high of 49,200 in Octo- j 
her 1966. Actually, 50,576 men; 
were drafted then—there is al­ 
ways a difference between man­ 
power request and the number 
brought in—making it the big­ 
gest month for inductions since 
54,981 men were put in uniform 


in May 1953 near the en d of th e 
Korean War. 
Monthly inductions ranged to 
87,000 in the Korean War. 
For the past 23 months all in­ 
ductees 
have 
gone 
into 
the 
Army. The other services have 
been relying on volunteers to 
maintain their strength levels.
